PLANNING 


HE planners of new urban developments are 
taking stock. Any heart-searchings or heart- 
burnings that the process incurs are not the 
result of any sort of political bias or consequent on 
a change of government, now over two years old. 
It is to be assumed that any influence such things 
may have on the logical procedures of planning 1s 
secondary to the factual requirements and solutions 
of the problems of development. What then are 


the primary considerations that give pause in the 


progress of thought and practical projection of 


planning ? 

It would seem that the results, lack of results and 
apparent contradictions in the field of physical 
planning are productive of doubts in the public 
mind ; which is being, as ever, quickly responded 
to by many willing to use the doubts for political 
argument. The technicians, on the other hand, 
as ever also, are less able or willing to catch up with 
the situation and to adjust ideas. Whether this is 
so because the technical mind is still convinced 
that the premises are correct and therefore the 
logical developments are obvious or whether, having 
made decisions, inertia dictates 
procedure, is not altogether determine. 
The fact remains that the winds seem to be moving 
more than mere straws. 

The new towns have been criticized from a number 
of viewpoints. Fourteen developments are taking 
place ; in a number of cases they are now considered 
to be so near the centres of metropolitan or other 
conurbations as to be little else than new dormitory 
areas. The authorities are finding it difficult to 
persuade industry to move to the new towns. The 
balance between housing, industry and communal 
amenities is not being maintained in the new towns 
which have gone furthest The

planning of the towns is too scattered over areas 
that are too wide and therefore civic community 
and even urban design are difficult to achieve and 
may be even impossible as the sizes of the new 
towns develop. All these critical comments are not 
made about all new towns but they are made in 
varying combinations about a number of these 
developments. 

Why are the criticisms made? Do they touch 
on the truths of the matter? It is very possible 
that the growth of towns or even the birth of satellite 
communities is determined by the necessity of 
industrial development as a primary cause and not 
by the requirements only of mere living space. 
In spite of planning there have been, in post-war days, 
industrial developments without corresponding and 
adjacent housing for the workers and the tendency 
of the new towns is to start with housing and with 
hopes that this will attract the movement of industry 
towards new pools of labour. Port Sunlight, Bourn- 
ville and the Wedgwood removal to Barlaston are 
examples of the method of industrial lead to new 
communities ; while Welwyn Garden City exemplifies 
the cross between self-contained new town and 
dormitory. It cannot be said therefore that examples 
are not available for study and analysis. 

The fact remains, and it is perhaps easy to suggest 
it after the event, or perhaps, more correctly, during 
the event, that if the energies and the finances of 
the attempt to produce fourteen new towns had 
been concentrated on say one or two only, the latter 
would be now complete and act as examples for 
further new towns. Pilot schemes have manifest 
advantages, and in practice it must be recorded that 
there were numerous qualified opinions to this effect 
when the new towns were formally launched. It is 
still not too late to finish one and see. 

Another concept is at last getting into the compre- 
hension of a number of the more imaginative 
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administrators ; it is one that is familiar to a number 
of planners who are less hidebound than others by 
pre-war methods, those, in other words, who are 
prepared to take the new conditions produced by war 
and its economic adjustments and, in relation to them, 
re-examine physical planning. This “ new-old” 
idea is that our cities and conurbations are not nearly 
so built-up and congested as many imagine. That 
there is a lot, a vast amount, of central and semi- 
central urban space available for replanning and use, 
which, if used, would stop abnormal spread into the 
countryside and provide progressive means of 
rebuilding the now out-of-date inner rings or central 
areas. 

Wasted backland, railway land, slums, too many 
back streets and streets serving large two-storey 
developments only and many other existing condi- 
tions point the issues raised by the “ High Padding- 
ton” scheme and its, at present, unplanned imitator 
the “‘ New Barbican” suggestion for the City of 
London. There is a lot to be said for these new 
approaches to the problems of urban living, transport 
and industry. It would be sad, however, if large 
numbers of High This or Lofty That were to be 
started. Here again, as with the new towns, a pilot 
scheme might well supersede delay, talk, and paper- 
planning. 


EVENTS AND COMM 


WONDERFUL, WONDERFUL COPENHAGEN 

I cannot actually remember having heard this song 
but I am told that it is all the rage. Please note, however, 
that the “a” should be as in “hay” and not as in “ bar.” 
Otherwise Danes will think that you come from some 
other country. 

The drive from Gjedser—not Jedser as printed last 
week—is not particularly interesting. The country is 
fairly flat and the road excellent. The old fishing town 
of Koge, with its fine brick church, is well worth stop- 
ping to see, although you may be tempted to rush round 
the by-pass in order to be first in Copenhagen from the 
ferry. Since the capital can only be reached from the 
outside world by ferry there is a tendency for road traffic 
to come in waves, and the first few miles from the ferry 
are like a race track. On the whole though Danes do 
not drive as fast as Swedes and certainly seem to come 
to grief less often. 

While the standard of design of Copenhagen public 
transport is not as impressively high as that of Stockholm 
there are some terrifyingly long articulated buses in the 
southern suburbs and one or two double-deckers as well. 
Bicycles abound and their riders proceed on the “ try 
anything once” theory. They are consequently very 
agile. Motoring Danes seem to disregard their presence 
entirely. Most traffic lights are suspended high over the 
centre of the road and are easy to miss, otherwise navi- 
gation is reasonably easy provided that you remember 
that you may not overtake a tram on the left, even in a 
one-way strect. Pedestrians are exceptionally well be- 
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Some of the issues we have stressed are again 
demonstrated topically by the enquiry called by the 
Secretary of State for Scotland into the proposed 
development of 700 houses at Meadowfield in close 
proximity to Arthur’s Seat. Present developments 
in the area are straggling and none too well planned ; 
the new development is to be planned. It would 
seem that the basic argument therefore is (always 
assuming that this housing is really needed and that 
there is nowhere else for it to go, which is “ not 
proven,” as the Scots say) that planned encroach- 
ment on outer rings and sites of natural beauty and 
interest can be condoned, because being planned it 
is less objectionable than the encroachment of 
unplanned and speculative sprawl. But to sub- 
stantiate this argument planning must admit that it 
condones encroachment and 
necessity. 

Encroachment means, if it means anything, that 
something is getting into the wrong place. Planning 
means it is not doing so, and that whatever is to be 
done must bear relationship to a whole area and not 
merely to itself within arbitrarily circumscribed local 
dotted lines maps. Planning should be bold 
enough to recognize mistakes in the light of experience 
and to “ plan them out.”

out and open the door for you, and postmen wear scarlet 
coats Small boys ride alarming looking delivery 
bicycles which carry their load within the wheelbase. 
They have a small front wheel, steercd by remote con- 
trol, out in front, then the load, which is carried very 
near the ground, then the handlebars, then the boy and 
finally the back wheel. 

Copenhagen itself is a friendly and handsome city with 
a Parisian flavour. It is not so self-consciously clean and 
beflowered as Stockholm but it enjoys the same wonderful 
clear northern light. It is a very large place if you take 
all its suburbs into consideration, and it is quite impos- 
sible to gain anything but a general impression in two 
weeks. The sea does not appear quite so often in Copen- 
hagen as it does in Stockholm, but all the same ships can 
often be seen passing the end of a street. Shops are 
equal to those in any other great city. The store known 
as Permanent, houses the finest show of contemporary 
furniture and household-ware that I have seen. 

In large areas of central Copenhagen there is very little 
new building to be seen, but near the Town Hall there 
has been considerable development since the war. A very 
large office block, which spans a street with a low arch, is 
nearing completion opposite the railway station, and there 
are several other new buildings nearby. Most of these 
are of good straight-forward design but display no start- 
lingly new tendencies. The Panopticon building flanking 
the station square is one of the most successful new office 
blocks, although it has been spoiled by masses of applied 
lettering at every floor level. 


TIVOL! AND BATTERSEA 


Tivoli, as all the world knows, is the heart of Copen- 
hagen. It is essentially a group of open-air and indoor 
restaurants joined together by gardens and outside enter- 
tainments with a fun fair attached. It is quite small, 
that is when compared with Battersea, and is sited in 
relation to Copenhagen as Leicester Square is to London. 
It really is a national institution, and night after night in 
the summer it is packed with all the classes of democratic 
Denmark. No doubt its position has something to do 
with its success, but if you visit the Festival Gardens at 
nine o’clock on a fine, busy evening you will find the 
cafés and restaurants empty whereas in Tivoli at the same 
time it would be difficult to find a table. It is not only a 
question of cost, for Tivoli is not cheap, although there 
are restaurants of all classes. In England the habit of 
organized eating out in fine weather has yet to be formed, 
and it certainly looks as if it will be a slow process. Per- 
haps it will grow more rapidly now that so many people 
are taking Continental holidays. I think that London’s 
dirty atmosphere probably has something to do with our 
backwardness. No one likes to eat in a shower of smuts. 
All the same, masses of people ate in the open air at the 
South Bank. Battersea seems to be different. Perhaps 
it is because people go there only between meals and 
are not, in the mass, accustomed to drink coffee in the 
evening. I think that another of Battersea’s faults is that 
it is too big, too diffuse. The “attraction” in Tivoli, 
though sometimes inferior to those at the Festival 
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Gardens, are all close together. Tivoli, to use a favourite 
Danish expression, is “more cosy.” The outdoor 
restaurants at Tivoli are arranged with a lighter hand 
than they are here, and their food . . . Tivoli has been 
going since the middle of the last century; it was based on 
Vauxhall Gardens and I believe that the name Vauxhall 
originally had a place in its full title. It has had plenty 
of time to develop. The Festival Gardens are, after all, 
a piece of park adapted to a special purpose. Even so, 
in the two years since the gardens were completed the 
planting has come on enormously. By the time the place 
is due to be cleared away it will be really beautiful. 

Undoubtedly the most beautiful part of Tivoli is the 
garden by the lake thickly planted with flowers and dotted 
with shallow wooden dishes about four feet in diameter 
containing water with an illuminated and gently flowing 
fountain in the centre of each. 


THIS YEAR AT THE FESTIVAL GARDENS 

This year at Battersea added to the Crystal Palace motif 
at the end of the Lancaster vista there is a wonderful auto- 
matic sign. I feel sure that it has some fancy name but in 
essence it is an elaboration of the things in Trafalgar 
Square about which there is all the fuss. The sign is 
arranged to give fourteen changes of pattern and is really 
well done and worth seeing. The flowers are lovely and 
there are several new bits and pieces. The space ship, 
which I did not try, looks as if no known force, atomic or 
otherwise, could ever budge it an inch from its comfortable 
position on the ground. The bird song glade used to have 
models of birds in it, they are no longer there, but the voice 
of Dr. Ludwig Koch remains. The Guinness clock has 
become very hoarse but still draws the crowds. 


WESTMINSTER SQUARES 


Some time ago I complained bitterly about the ruination 
of Golden Square and said that I hoped the Council 
would do better in Soho Square. Have you seen it? The 
work is in progress and from the marks of setting out it 
appears that the usual “strike an arc with a compass” 
technique of landscaping is to be used there. Even allow- 
ing for the fact that there are some underground workings 
in Soho Square surely we can do better than this? I am 
curious, too, about the queer little building at the centre 
of the Square. Is this an object of veneration or was it left 
over from a garden fete of the Twenties? I see that it has 
been restored with care and presumably at some expense. 
It is not very beautiful. It is not too late for something to 
be done about Soho Square, and it is time to start asking 
for details of the scheme for Berkeley Square. Years ago 
the Georgian Group had something to say about Berkeley 
Square and I believe extracted a promise from the authori- 
ties. Will this promise be kept or is Berkeley Square to be 
filled with dry stone walling, set in cement, and solid teak 
seats made from the decks of our earlier aircraft carriers. 
Wake up sirs! Wake up! The holiday season is over. 
Have you seen the drawings of the new building for the 
Bank of London and South America to be built on an island 
site near the Mansion House. No Brazilian influence here 
I can assure you. Is it the sort of new building we would 
all like to see rising in the City of London?

Architects and 


Directorships 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Sir,—Having already been privileged 
to express my views on the question of 
Architects and Directorships in your 
Journal at considerable length, I feel 
diffident in referring to the subject 
again. 

However, Mr. Home’s letter in your 
issue of July 30 does indicate that not 
only this point but the Code of Pro- 
fessional Practice as a whole is a matter 
which is exercising the minds of many, 
particularly since the R.I.B.A. is itself 
considering the possibility of advertis- 
ing the profession en masse. It is, 
therefore, obviously a subject with too 
many ramifications for members of the 
profession to continue to use your 
Journal as a sounding board. Not 
only would it occupy valuable space, 
but since only one or two letters could 
be published at a time it would take 
too long to ventilate an urgent matter 
and no vote could be taken at the end. 

While Mr. Home graciously supports 
my approach to the subject he, as must 
many others, differs with some of my 
conclusions. I, on the other hand, agree 
with some of his points and might 
agree with others or alternatively offer 
some useful comment if I were in pos- 
session of some of the facts known to 
him in regard to matters he be-

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lieves the Code can or should combat. 


For instance, his reference to the 
several methods which introduce pro- 
spective clients to anticipatory archi- 
tects intrigues me, though since I must 
claim ignorance of any definite 
knowledge of those methods I cannot 
suggest how the Code could combat 
them. I can certainly imagine many 
methods which might achieve varying 
degrees of success, but I doubt if a 
revised Code could be devised which 
would combat them and at the same 
time enable normally conducted prac- 
tices to be continued without hind- 
rance. The profession has suffered quite 
enough bureaucratic controls over the 
past years, from some of which it is 
now being released, and it certainly 
should not at this stage attempt any 
masochistic act of forging new chains 
for itself. The Ministry of Food 
admitted that the rationing of eggs did 
not hinder the black market, and so, 
while in everything some general safe- 
guards are essential, it is very neces- 
sary that they should not be such as 
would act as a destructive weapon 
against those with the conscience to 
observe them while the unholy devise 
means of evasion and prosper exceeding 
well. 


The problem, of course, is for every- 
body who is concerned with the sub- 
ject to have all the facts before them 
and to have an opportunity to express 
their views before a final vote. To my 
mind it is a subject of sufficient im- 
portance for the views of the profession 
as a whole to be known. To this end I 
suggest the R.I.B.A. should ask mem- 
bers to put forward their own prob- 
lems, based on experience, arising out 
of the Code. Such information 
coupled with that already available to 
the R.I.B.A. might then be compiled in 
the form of a White Paper with space 
for comment against each point and 
circularized to each member for com- 
ment and subsequent return to the 
R.I.B.A. Reactions could then be con- 
densed into a final questionnaire and 
recircularized for the purpose of taking 
a referendum vote. I do not advocate 
that that vote should necessarily be 
final, but it should be used as a guide 
to any far-reaching decisions to be 
made by those ultimately responsible 
for any contemplated revision. 


Incidentally, while not wishing at 
this stage to take up more space by 
arguing the several points made by Mr. 
Home, he has, I think, missed one basic 
suggestion put forward in my previous 
letter. He says that it should not be 
assumed as certain that a prospective 
client had knowledge of an architect’s 
connection with any particular firm, I 
suggested that the Code should stipu- 
late that the architect should carry on 
his letter heading a reference to his 
connection with concerns with in- 
terests in the building industry. If the 
client employs an architect who writes 
letters, the safeguard is obvious and 
positive.

Records of the Past 


The Historic Buildings and Ancient 
Monuments Bill received the Royal 
Assent on July 31, when Parliament 
adjourned for the summer recess until 
October 20. 

During the concluding stages of the 
Bill’s passage through the Lords (on 
July 30) the Earl of Munster stated on 
behalf of the Government that, while 
the imposition of a duty to prepare 
photographs and measured drawings 
as a condition of agreement to de- 
molish might create difficulties, the 
Government were willing to give an 
assurance that would ensure that 
adequate records were prepared 
before any important building was 
demolished. The Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government had powers of 
entry under section 103 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act for survey 
purposes, and they were satisfied that 
they could use these powers to enable 
proper records to be made before 
demolition, even if the owner did not 
give his consent.

Recognition of I.A.A.S.

This new office block for British 
Insulated Callender’s Construction 
Co. Ltd., is double fronted, having 
entrances on both Leicester Square 
(No. 29 and 30), and Charing Cross 
Road (No. 15). The existing building 
at No. 29 Leicester Square was 
incorporated in the new structure. 
The Offices were originally designed 
for the Indian Government but 
after the foundations were in the 
clients changed. The new clients 
requirements included 40,000 square 
feet of office space with the ground 
floor to be left available for shops, 
also the L.C.C. required an under- 
ground car park to be provided for 
the tenants use.

is supported on r.c. foundations, 
the floors and roofs are of hollow 
tile construction with light-weight 
screeds Partitions are of light 
terra-cotta blocks and _ additional 
sound insulation is provided in 
special places by the use of acoustic 
tiles, e.g. the telephone exchange 
The external finishes on the facades 
are reconstructed stone in a diamond 
pattern with a honed slate surround 
Although it can be said that it is 
quite simply block bonded to brick 
backing without the use of cramps, 
the setting of the blocks diamond 
fashion caused some complication 
It had been found that diagonal 
joints help to direct the flow of 
moisture over the face of the building, 
thereby reducing streaking. One half 
of each block was increased in thick- 
ness making a triangular shaped 
projection with one face, in the centre 
of the block, horizontal. When a 
row of blocks is set up with the 
projection uppermost and a second 
row placed between the points of the 
first, with their projections down- 
wards, a continuous key is formed 
that can be built into the brick 
backing by the bricklayer.

Stage | 

This was designed to give the environment of a modern factory. The workshops are lit by north light shells 
of a wider-than-usual type combining a good sky factor curve and a pleasant shape and proportion to each workshop 

The building is built into an existing bank at the north-end to allow coal to be dropped directly with the fuel 
stores of the boiler house. A new road has been built in the contract to serve the workshop and the boiler house. 

The boiler house is designed to serve the whole building on completion though for the first two contracts only 
two out of three boilers have been installed. These are fed by automatic stokers. The installation has been 
designed to be used by the college for demonstration purposes. The photographs show the boiler house unfinished. 

The elementary engineering workshop is at present being used as a temporary kitchen and dining room.

Planning 

The plan was largely dictated by the circulation 
requirements within the building in relation to the 
site. Good cross ventilation was a major factor in the 
design of the post-mortem room. The latest school of 
thought requires ‘‘ viewing ’’ through a window into 
a small viewing room or chapel, the more conventional 
‘ viewing chapel '’ being dispensed with. With appro- 
priate lighting and hangings it is hoped that the shock of 
identification will be minimized. Parking space has 
been provided for six cars on the forecourt and for at 
least two ambulances or hearses adjoining the rear 
access. Licences for softwood and steel were not 
available at the time and this factor is reflected in the 
design of the roof.

Contemporary in feeling and a logical expression of 
the plan requirements. Uxbridge Flint Bricks were 
used for the external walls, a golden colour being 
selected for the main brickwork with a deeper brown 
for the plinth. Reconstructed stone dressings were 
used to blend with the brick tones, Light blue ceramic 
wall tiling was employed on either side of the main 
entrance to introduce a note of contrast. 


Finishes and Fittings 


The walls of the entrance hall and waiting room are 
lined with ** Klingdecor *’ (wood grain) plastic sheeting, 
but otherwise the walls and ceilings throughout are 
treated with plastic emulsion paint. The floors in the 
working part of the building are finished with Terrazzo 
tiles and those in the public rooms and offices are 
covered with ‘* Semastic ’’ tiles. Joinery is ‘* Arbura ”’ 
West African hardwood ; all internal doors are finished 
in ** Klingdecor '’ (linen) plastic sheeting. 


Services and Equipment 


Space heating is by tubular electric heaters, thermo- 
statically controlled, with the addition of electric 
radiant ‘* booster ’’ heaters in the post-mortem room 
and pathologists’ office. Hot water is supplied by an 
Ascot balanced flue multipoint heater. A gas-fired 
incinerator is located in the mortuary reception area. 
A mortuary stacking machine or trolley is used in 
conjunction with the three-tier cold room. 


Progress of Job 


The whole of the work was embraced in one general 
contract, the contract price being £8,580. The price 
per cu ft was 5s 94d and per square foot, £4.17s 
The period of the contract was seven calendar months.

Planning Act, 1953 


HE Town and Country Planning, 

Act 1953, implements the first part 
of the Government’s proposals for the 
amendment of the financial provisions 
of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, which were the subject of 
a White. Paper at the end of 1952 
‘Cmd. 8699, November, 1952). 

The present Act abolishes develop- 
ment charge subject to certain qualifi- 
cations as regards operations begun on 
or after November 18, 1952. 

To compensate owners for 
loss of their development rights, 
a Central Fund of £300 million 
was created, out of which claims for 
loss of these rights were to be met. The 
time for the making of these claims has 
long since gone by, and most of the 
claims have been admitted. 

The present Act of 1953 merely deals 
with the abolition of the development 
charge, and suspends in effect the right 
to payment of compensation for the 
loss of development rights out of the 
Central Fund. How and when these 
claims are to be met are matters which 
are left for Parliament to deal with 
subsequently. 

The material date for the purpose of 
the Act is November 18, 1952. 
Operations on land begun or uses of 
land instituted, on or after that date 
are not to be subject to development 
charge, so that this bar to development 
has been withdrawn. All that will now 
be necessary in substance, will be to 
obtain the necessary planning permis- 
sions if necessary, and a_ building 
licence in order to carry out the con- 
templated operations. 

The Act also deals with the position 
in cases in which a development charge 
was already determined, or an applica- 
tion for such determination was made, 
before November 18, 1952. In such 
cases, if the first operation, or the 
first use as the case may be, covered 
by the determination or application, 
has been begun or instituted, on or 
after November 18, 1952, then no 
development charge will be payable. 

This privilege, however, cannot be 
claimed in cases where the Board have 
refused to determine a pre-November 
18, 1952 application, on the ground 
of not being satisfied that the appli- 
cant could carry out the operations 
or institute the use within a period con- 
sidered by the Board to be appropriate. 

In cases in which planning permis- 
sion in respect of a user may have been 
given prior to November 18, 1952 for 
a limited period, the development 
charge would have been determined on 
the basis of user for such limited 
period. In such cases no further charge 
will be payable upon the expiry of that 
period if the use is continued there- 
after. 

In the same way such limited per- 
mission may have been given for 
operations on land and the develop- 


the 
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ment charge may have been calculated 
accordingly. In such cases the reten- 
tion of the building or works after the 
expiry of that limited period will not 
attract a development charge, notwith- 
standing that the permission was given 
before November 18, 1952. 


Claims Against the Central Land 
Board 


All claims for payments out of the 
Central Fund of £300 million, are 
placed in suspense, and one must await 
the next piece of legislation in order to 
see what is going to be done about 
them. 

But what is of more immediate in- 
terest is the question of the assignment 
of such claims. 

Under s. 64 (2) of the Town Plan- 
ning Act of 1947, notice of assignment 
of a claim against the Central Fund 
was required to be given to the Central 
Land Board. The requirement as to 
the giving of such notice has now been 
removed, and even where the assign- 
ment was before the date of the passing 
of the 1953 Act (August 20, 1953 
failure to give such notice will not 
affect the assignment. But in lieu of 
such notice, the written approval of the 
Central Land Board to the assignment 
will be all that is necessary. 

At the same time the Central Land 
Board are enjoined to see that the right 
to claim against the Central Land 
Fund should not be divorced, as it were, 
from ownership of the land. The claim 
is to be a part of the right of owner- 
ship in the land to which it relates. 
Thus if A, the owner who has a claim, 
sells the whole of the land to B, the 
right to claim should be assigned to 
B, and should not be retained by A. 
And so again, if the land is split up and 
sold to different purchasers, B, C and 
D, B, C and D must be assigned the 
respective parts of the claim relating to 
the portion of the land acquired by 
them. 

The approval of the Central Land 
Board to an assignment of a claim is 
not, however, required in certain cases 
and that, too, whether the assignment 
is before or after May 20, 1953, 
as for example where a trustee assigns 
his beneficial interest in the claim to a 
beneficiary; or again where trustees 
transfer the legal interest in the claim 
to other trustees. But on the other 
hand, in order to enjoy this privilege 
in such cases it will be necessary to 
have given the Central Land Board 
notice of the assignment of the claim 
not later than one month from the date 
of the assignment, or where the assign- 
ment was made before March 20, 1953, 
before June 20, 1953. 

Where development charge has 
already been paid, it will in general be 
recoverable, unless the land has been 
compulsorily acquired and compensa- 
tion for the acquisition has been paid 
or is payable, on the basis that develop- 
ment charge having been paid the land 
has an increased value by reason of 


that potential development covered by

ference with existing use in the interests 
of planning, compensation will remain 
the responsibility of local planning 
authorities.” 

There was general agreement with this 
paragraph, but it was felt that strong em- 
phasis be placed on the warning note 
expressed in the Town Planning Insti- 
tute’s observations, page 7, para. 10, 
where it said “If, however, purchase is 
considered preferable to the payment of 
compensation, it is the local authority who 
will purchase and will have to pay existing 
use value plus settled claim, if any, on the 
£300 million fund. On the other hand, 
compensation is the liability of the Govern- 
ment. Therefore when purchase is pro- 
posed, the Government will be relieved of 
an obligation. It. therefore follows that in 
any such case, other than one involving 
interference with an existing use, the 
Government should refund the local 
authority to the extent that the Govern- 
ment is relieved from the payment of 
compensation.” 

“ Para, 35. Exclusions from compensa- 
tion for planning restrictions. Her 
Majesty's Government do not intend that 
compensation should be payable in every 
case in which permission to develop is re- 
fused or conditions are attached to a per- 
mission. They consider it reasonable to 
exclude compensation in respect of restric- 
tions based on the principle of good 
neighbourliness, and there is precedent for 
doing so in the Planning Acts of 1932. 
On this principle compensation will not 
in general be payable for refusal to allow 
a change in the use of a building, or re- 
fusal to allow a particular type of building, 
or for restrictions on the size of a build- 
ing; nor for refusal to permit development 
which would place an undue burden on 
the community (e.g., in the provision of 
services) or which would endanger public 
health or safety. These are only examples 
and the precise extent of the exclusions 
remains to be worked out. There will, of 
course, be no deveiopment charge to be 
paid when a change of use or any other 
form of development is permitted.” 


The group felt that the present pro 
posals of the Government would only be 
confusing, as the exact definitions of 
“good neighbourliness ” would be difficult 
to lay down and even harder to construe 
They remembered and agreed with the 
Uthwatt Committee report, which said 
that the principle of paying compensation 
for planning refusal was wrong. But, 
since the conception of the “admitted 
claims” the group felt in the event of a 
planning refusal, the aggrieved applicant 
should : — 

(i) Have the 
Minister or 

(ii) The right to approach the Treasury 
for some financial payment, where there 
was in existence an admitted claim 

The Treasury should then have power 
to decide whether the Local Authority 
should compulsorily acquire the premises, 
or the admitted claim should be paid, but 
this should be decided solely on the 
grounds that the refusal of permission 
rendered the building or land “ incapable 
of reasonable beneficial use” (See Sec 
tion 19 of T. & C.P. Act 1947 

“ Para, 37. Use of powers of compul 
sory acquisition. One result of the changes 
so far outlined is that there would be a 
free market in land, in the sense that 
anyone would be able to offer land for 
sale at whatever price he thinks appro- 
priate without the fear that his action 
might result in compulsory acquisition 
This should make it easier for developers 
to secure land and should thereby promote 
private development, which is an essential 
part of a balanced economy. There is, 
however, a danger that land-owners may 
try to stand out for too high a price for 
land which the local planning authority 
want to see developed, and which they 
have shown in their plan as suitable for 
early development. Whether this will 
happen in practice only time can show 
But it might; and the Government have 
considered what measures may be neces 
sary to prevent it. They do not intend 
that private developers should be held in 
ransom, nor that the proper course of 
development should be deflected.”

Borough Council. Six pre-1900 houses were purchased and 
the basic amenities of hot water and baths, etc., were 
installed in order to find out exactly how much this would 
cost, both to the owner and to the tenant. The booklets 
describe the programme of the work and give details of 
the alterations necessary to the buildings, and finally 
analyses the financial results. Undoubtedly this experiment 
has been of considerable value and has proved that for a 
very small increase in rental this type of sub-standard 
property can be reclaimed and made into reasonable dwell- 
ing accommodation. While it is realized that such work 
ean only be considered as a partial solution to the housing 
problem, there is no doubt that a good deal more could be 
done in this way in the salvaging of buildings which are 
not too old to reclaim, but which need a certain amount of 
repair and modernization. As a matter of interest the total 
cost of the work done to five houses in this instance was 
£690. The originators of this scheme are to be congratu- 
lated and it is hoped that other authorities will consider 
similar projects on a larger scale.

A HOLIDAY tour around a con 
siderable part of our East and 
South coasts is, unfortunately, a very 
enlightening demonstration as to how 
low a level architecture and building 
can fall. Such a tour in fact 
one wondering whether architects ar¢ 
even employed for other than certain 
of the major buildings in the larger 
towns, for schools and for public 
houses. The low standard of building 
construction, especially of domesti 
buildings, is demonstrated constantly 
as one passes successions of failures of 
one sort or another; these breakdowns, 
frequently it would seem, are due to 
the omission to take what most of us 
would consider to be the elementary 
structural and finishing precautions to 
withstand even normal incidences of 
exposure to wind and to rain 

The has inevitable weathe! 
conditions which tend to call for some 
thing better than the normal. urban 
standards of building construction 
adopted in inland areas, therefore i 
seems surprising that with such a 
multitude of failures around new 
buildings should perpetuate the mi 
takes of the existing instead of 
taking account of what has happened 
to those previously built. Seaside con 
ditions tend to cause earlier breakdown 
of protective finishes, such as paint 
with the result that one sees continu 
ously metal windows, railings and gut 
ters with signs of severe corrosion and 
also woodwork which is deteriorating 
rapidly

I am sure it would be worth 
for B.R.S. and M.O.W. to direct 
issues of their information pamphlet 
particularly to the problems of building 
efficiently to meet condition 
and to the care necessary to avoid ex 
cessive maintenance of buildings sub 
jected to these special conditions of 
exposure To information of thi 
nature from official sources, which 
would concern mainly quality of con 
struction, it would be advantageous if 
the R.I.B.A. would add a travelling 
exhibition showing why design and 
placing of properly designed buildings 
of the types specially needed at the 
coastal resorts, including housing for 
those who retire to such places (often 
with reduced incomes), would add to 
instead of detracting from, the ameni 
ties of these districts. Coastal resort 
of necessity must set out to attract both 
visitors and the retired.

It seems certain that if there was to 
be an increased use of the trained land- 
upe architect there would not, in 
most instances, be any increase in the 
ost of laying out parks but the results 
would enhance enormously the pleas- 
intness of the resultant developments. 
Park keepers are excellent people for 
icing flowers and maintaining gar- 
but they should not be asked also 
t as designers as this is not a 
function for which they are properly 
trained. I have a feeling, as I travel 
round our seaside resorts that, on the 
whole, the park keepers are much more 
uccessful in their part of providing 
ind maintaining gardens than are those 
responsible for the general design and 
particularly the design of the associated 
railings, gates and furnish- 
ing It seems possible that the con- 
trol of elevations might in time tend 
towards some raising of design stan- 
dards although one has a feeling that 
the approval of the elevations may 
ften be in the hands of the same 
as those that build.

could have been avoided so easily by 
the exercise of a little care before start- 
ing the work. Equally there are vast 
quantities of decorative external ren- 
dering which leads me to the opinion 
that the B.R.S. pamphlets, the Codes 
of Practice and similar publications do 
not reach these areas or, if they do, 
they fail to make any impact. I have 
also seen some of the shoddiest wood- 
work that it is possible to obtain. 

The quality of workmanship in many 
of the buildings is as low as I have 
yet seen, especially in relation to the 
finishing off of each trade. It may be 
that as many buildings are used only 
during a short season they have 
to be inexpensive but it is possible to 
achieve inexpensive buildings and at 
the same time to maintain a reasonable 
quality of construction so that main- 
tenance is not so excessive as to make 
the first costs uneconomic. I am sure 
it is possible to design and to build 
well-designed inexpensive buildings 
which are pleasant to look at, function 
efficiently and require only small up- 
keep costs. To achieve these require- 
ments, however, I am equally sure that 
it is necessary to employ skilled archi- 
tects and competent builders who may 
joindy be expected to appreciate the 
difficulties of seaside conditions and to 
know how to combat them. 

In many of the smaller towns and 
more rural parts of seaside areas I was 
rather surprised to be shocked con- 
stantly by the general untidyness 
compared with inland areas which 
otherwise seem to be similar. I feel 
sure much of this untidyness can be 
eliminated without great cost and in 
fact much of it should never have been 
allowed to happen. There are many 
tidy attractive seaside places so why 
can it not be general since it seems to 
be a matter of great importance to 
these districts as a means of attracting 
and retaining seasonal visitors and 
particularly those who might contem- 
plate living permanently in the area. 

Another very noticeable feature 
when travelling our coastline is the 
ever increasing number of holiday 
camps and caravan and tented camps. 
These can be, and are on occasions, 
reasonably well designed and laid out 
but the majority seem merely to hap- 
pen, with the result that they are not 
only unattractive in appearance but 
often even lack reasonable amenities 
for those who patronize them. Local 
Authorities have powers to control all 
these forms of development but too 
frequently one is left wondering 
whether these powers are used as well 
as they might be in the interests of the 
public generally and the visitors to the 
camps in particular. Again an R.I.B.A. 
exhibition might show how nice camps 
of the various types can be, especially 
if certain oversea examples were to 
be illustrated.
